Oil Companies 


For some time past the de- 
partment of the attorney gen- 
eral has been making a general 
preliminary investigation into 
the affairs and methods of sev- 
eral oil companies, This in- 
vestigation has brought suffici- 
ent irregularities to the surface 
to justify the government in 
appointing a commission to 
make a full and complete en- 
quiry into these matters. 
Judge Carpenter, of the dis- 
trict court, has been appointed 
a commissioner with power to 
enquire into the promotion, 
incorporation, management and 
operation of the various com- 
panies and steck exchanges in 


the province, including the ex- 
pense of management, inves'- 
ments of funds, nature of pro- 
perties or claims held, the man- 
ner and costs of sales or dis- 
posal of stock and other allied 
questions, 

We understand it is the wish 
of the government that all as- 
sistance be given by the public 
and to that end and so that. we 
may be able to purge this valu- 
able industry from wrong-doing 
aud improper manipulation, we 


are authorized to say that the 
attorney general will be gl: d to 
receive any and allinformuation 
which will assist him and fur- 
ther the objects of the com- 
mission. All such informat’on 
should be sent direct to the at- 
torney general's departme't.

That is a view wholly incompatible 
with any theory of positive morality 
and wholly repugnant to the doctrines 
any law which is founded, as Eng- 
h taw ts founded, upon the 
principles of that morality. What- 
ver may be the view of German jur- 
ite, it is a well established rule of 
our law that superior orders are no 
jefence In the case of a soldier who 
committed a crime. If he shoots a 
man and has no better defence, he 
is liable to be tried and, on conviction, 
to be hanged. Responsible opinion in 
this country has not, however, de- 
manded that submarine prisoners 
should be brought to trial for these 
acts, or that they should be troated 

with harshness.—London Times.

way to the trenches, with a commu- 
nication trench between each, and 
just as I arrived they dropped back 
to the second owing to the enemy 
having found the accurate range of 
the first. Between the two trenches 
lay scores of our best fellows who 
were laid low by rifle fire in the re- 
treat, many hoping to get back, as 
all could not reach the communica- 
tion trench. One poor chap was 
making his way to us on his hands 
and knees, falling exhausted at every 
two or three paces, and an officer, 
quite close to me, unable to stand it 
any longer, stripped off his kit and 
made a dash for the wounded man, 
who had again dropped after an heroic 
struggle to continue. 

He reached him, too, and slung 
him on his back like a baby, then 
started back. Well, as he ran he must 
have felt a bullet enter the man be- 
hind him, for he dropped, twisted the 
body round, then clasped both arms 
round the waist, s0 that now he was 
running with the body in front of; 
him, leaving his own back as a tar-| 
get for the enemy. But he did not 
himself get back safely.”

Esperanto Aids Prisoner 


Austrian Prisoner Taken to Siberia 
Can Talk With Russians in 
Esperanto 
The Prager Tagbiatt prints a letter 
from an Austrian soldier made prison- 
er by the Russians, who telis of the 
great use a knowledge of HWsperanto 
has been to him in making known his 
wishes when his own language failed. 

His letter is dated “T—, Siberia,” 

“When 1 fell into the hands of the 
Russians,” he writes, “I first became 
aware of the value of a neutral lang- 
uage. The little green star which | al- 
ways carry on my person elicited the 
curiosity of the Russians, It was call- 
ed to the attention of a Russian of- 
ficer, whose face lighted up when he 
saw it and who immediately addressed 
me in Esperanto. He asked me for 
news, wanted to kuow if it was true 
that the whole Austrian army had 
been defeated in Galicia, as reported 
in the Russian newspapers, abd that 
the French had reached the Rhine. 
When I told him there was on truth in 
it he was very much gurprised. 

“Thanks to this officer I received ex- 
cellent treatment and was sent to Mos- 
cow after a few days. When I arrived 
there the word had gone before me 
that I was a student of Esperanto, 
and soon three officers called on me 
and were delighted to be able to speak 
in that universal language with a 
stranger, I learned from these offic- 
ers that the minister of war was de- 
cidedly favorable to this language and 
that many of the officers had been 
studying it. 

“Later I was sent to Siberia. It was 
an almost endless journey through the 
cold and snow. Upon my arrival here 
I found quite a group of students of 
Esperanto—some Russians, some Hun- 
garians and several Italians, and we 
all are able to hold conversation which 
otherwise would nox be possible, While 
this section of Siberia has its discom- 
forts and inconveniences, stiil we man- 
age to enjoy ourselves fairly well and 
live in the hope that we will soon be 
able to return to our Fatherland.” 


“After being defeated he stepped 
right up and admitted hé was wrong.”

A tew = igo the at ‘quer 
tioh was” othe eeniOF tite of p's 
guns would, in the end, prove the 
stronger, As the guns increased in 
size and their projectiles gained in 
penetration, armor grew thicker, and 
called to its aid alloys that gave it 
greater powers of resistance. The con- 
test seems to have resulted in a vic- 
tory for the guns. At present no war- 
ship, however well protected, can 
withstand the impact of projectiles 
from the heaviest naval guns. 

Today the contest is between the 
battleship and the submarine. Not 
long before the present war broke 
out, one of the foremost naval auth- 
orities of Great Britain startled navy 
circles by declaring that the day of 
the dreadnought was past, and that 
the submarine was to be the victor in 
future battles on the sea. He found 
many who agreed with him, but also 
many who took the opposite view. At 
times during the past half year events 
have seemed to confirm his prophecy, 
but the issue Is still doubtful. 

Submarines have indeed torpedoed 
and sunk pattleships, but on the other 
hand several submarines have been 
rammed and destroyed—in one or two 
cases by unarmed merchant vessels. 
The new craft have an advantage in 
being able to conceal themselves, and 
thus to make an attack before their 
presence is suspected; but they are 
necessarily slow of movement, espec- 
ially when submerred, and vessels of 
high speed can run away from them, 
or baffle them by taking a zigzag 
course. Moreover, in their very con- 
struction there is an element of dan- 
ger to themselves; even if they escape 
the enemy they are by no means cer- 
tain to survive the perils of the sea. 

Unless future experience in this 
war differs considerably from that of 
the early months of the conflict, the 
result is likely to be that both types 
will survive and gain in effectiveness, 
For the greater operations of a naval 
war the huge battleship is necessary, 
No government that might have to 
face such a task as reducing the forts 
of the Dardanelles would think for a 
moment of stopping the construction 
of great and powerful battleships; no 
government that needs the defence of 
a navy will ever again neglect to pro- 
vide an active and alert fleet of sub- 
marines.

After 
stating that in some cases samples 
were taken from lots that were yet 
to be cleaned before seeding so that 
the summary of the.purity test -e 
ports is incorrect to this extent, as 
indicating the impurities that were in 
the seed when sown, he sums up his 
conclusions by saying, “After making 
full allowance for all inaccuracies, it 
“lear that the value of the grain 
ops. produced in Canada is enorm- 
oul lowered each year through the 
use of poor seed. Surprisingly little 
attention is paid to choosing the most 
suitable varieties. The seed is sel- 
dom:selected or graded, except to 
pass it through a fanning mill once 
or twice, and often not even this is 
done; in many cases the mills are 
not equipped with proper sieves and 
little improvement is effected. . 
“Experiments have repeatedly 


| 
shown that certain varieties of grain | 


give the largest yields in particular! 


districts. In order to obtain the best 
results, {it is importent to stud, 
varieties and select those best adapt- 
ed to the soil and climatic conditions 
under which they are to be grown. 
The lack of attention given to selec- 
tion is indicated by the fact that 
over forty per cent. of the farmers 
from whom samples of wheat, oats 
and barley were collected did not 
know the variety name of the grain 
they were growing.” é 

Then follow a series of tables show- 
ing the number of samples and the 
varieties received from all the pro- 
vinces and the results of the tests 
that were made. First we have treat- 
ment for smut, which is common in 
the Prairie Provinces, but not in On- 
tario, Quebec and the Maritime Pro- 
vinces, although it could frequently 


} be done with profit. Then the sources 


of seed supply are indicated followed 
by a table giving the rates of seed- 
ing. Cleaning and selection are next 
in order, Mr. Eddy remarking, “The 
most significant feature of the in- 
quiry is the information brought out 
4 regard to the impurities sown with 
the seed as a result of the lack of 
proper cleaning.” An illustrative table 
accompanies this section. 

Summaries of impurities are given, 
which furnish, as the author says, 
“striking evidence of the extent to 
which weeds are introduced through 
dirty seed.” 

Sections are devoted to the “Ger- 
mination of Oats, Barley, Wheat and 
Flax,” “Ensilage Corn,” to “Seed on 
the Bar and Shelled,” to “Planting 
Hills and Drills” and to a “Summary 
and Conclusions,” the whole forming 
a 82-page Bulletin of vital interest. 


The Farmers’ Side Line 


With Proper Facilities, Good Returns 
Can be Had From Poultry 

Of the many get-rich-quick schemes 
there is perhaps none more delusive 
than that of poultry raising on paper, 
and yet, with the proper facilities and 
applied intelligence, possibly as hand- 
some returns can be had from poultry 
raising as from any other industry in 
proportion to the amount of capital 
invested and the readiness with which 
results can be obtained. As a side 
line for the farmer, or often as an 
interesting and profitable occupation 
for the boys and girls on the farm, 
poultry raising offers great opportuni- 
ties. The value of the cgg as a food 
is gradually but surely being recogniz- 
ed, with the result that the market 
for eggs is rapidly increasing. This 
meang that in futurs good prices for 
poultry products are sure to be re- 
alized, 

Recent experiments have shown 
that flocks with unlimited range, such 
as they usually have on the farm, 
have given greater profits per fowl 
than flocks that were confined. The 
poultry house should be dry, free from 
draughts, and well ventilated, but need 
not be an expensive structure, as was 
once thought necessary. With better 
systems of marketing the products, 
and with plenty of reliable informa- 
tion regarding the business, now with- 
in the easy reach of all contemplating 
taking it p, there is no reason why 
there should not be a development in 
poultry raising in keeping with its 
importance. "€ olendid bulletins on 
the subject may be obtained from the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture 
and from the various provincial de- 
partments.—F..C.N,

The Danger of 


Shallow Plowing 


Deep 
; store Fertility to the Soll 


Too many fields and garden plots by 


far show unmistakably that the plough 
has barely skimmed the surface, turn 
ing the sod and an inch or so of the 
underlying soil. The subsoil in such 
fields has not been touched, or even 
approached, and crops of whatever 
kind, planted or sown in such fields 
cannot be expected to amount to any- 
thing. A farmer, the other day, re 
marked that he had ordered his men 
to plough only on the surface this year, 
for the reason that the fields were 
ploughed deeply last spring. His meth- 
ed, he said, was to plough deeply one 
year and shallow tho pext, as constant 
deep ploughing would turn up the 
subsoil] too much. In. what school of 
agriculture this farmer learned is a 
question that ig unanswerable. The 
results of following this “system” 
nowever, were plainly to pe observed 
in the unkempt fields, the ramshackle 
buildings, the gullied slopes and the 
general down-at-the-heel appearance 
of the whole place. The soil, he said, 
Wag worn out, and even copious appli- 
eations of manure, lime and commer- 
cial fertilizers brought few results. As 
a matter of fact, the soil of this man’s 
fields, five inches below the surface, 
has probably not been touched in the 
last fifteen years; i‘ has lain harden- 
ing into a ‘“ploughsole” or hardpan, 
through which the taproots of corn or 
the more fibrous -oot system of other 
crops could not by any possitility pen- 
etrate . The result has been that 
every summer drought has parched 
the fields and the crops, and the land 
has become poorer and poorer until 
in its present conditions it is compara- 
tively worthless. And this cundition 
is due to repeated: shallow ploughing, 
and to no other thing. The man who 
originated the idea that shallow 
ploughing, under an circumstances, 
was to be advised, certainly deserves 
a medal for basic, fundamental ignor- 
ance of the first principles of agricul- 
ture. 

Shallow ploughing is exactly equai 
to none at all, as far as results are 
concerned. Soil on which crops are 
to be grown canaot be ploughed too 
If a subsoil. plough can be 
used and sent down just as deep as it 
—as deep as the team can draw 
it—the soil will not be ploughed too 
deeply. If deep ploughing is supple- 
mented by the modern plan of subsoil- 
ing to a depth of three or four feet by 
means of agricultural dynamite, s0 
much the better. And “¢ these two 
methods of getting down into earth 
are further aided by turning under 
at least one green crop each year, 
better still. Deep ploughing and 
green manuring will restore fertility 
to soil, no matter in how poor condi- 
tion it may be; while shallow plough- 
in:; will speedily result in the ex-
